These buibs 
should dry out after blooming, so if planted where they would get 
an excessive amount of water during the Summer it would be good to 
take them up and store. Many gardeners plant in cans, The above 
applies to coin SSM and Fritillarias.

Here is a good place to say something on this old subject of good 
Drainage. It cannot be over emphasized. It has to be good for any 
kind of gardening; eventthe bog plants do not like stagnant water. 
If clay comes up close to the top of the soil, take out about 12 
inches of the clay or dobie and fill in with gravel. Easy to tell 
how to do it, but it is work to get it done. 


CALOCHORTUS 


Hardy bulbs and give them the same treatment as the Brodiaeas. 

They can be divided into three classes -- Star Tulips, Globe Tulips 
and Mariposa Tulips. Star Tulips bioom first, then the Globe Tulips 
and finally the Mariposa Tulips.

Our Pacific Coast Lilies are so weli known that it is not neces- 


sary to write much about them. Thoir culture is not difficult if 
good stock is used and consideraticn given to planting directions. 
All tities should have sheltered Iocations and, ofcourse, well 


drained soil. They can be divided into two Brounss «First: 


The 


Humboldtii family, Bolanderii Columbianun, Keiloggii, Rubescens 
Washingtonianum grow under regular woodiand conditions. They 
like best to nestie against rocks in a loose sandy loam with leaf 


mold worked in. Plant 5 inches to 6 inches deep. The other 


group are Bog Lilies. However, the bogs in which they grow, dry 


out in the Summer so it is not necessary to create a bog just to 
grow these lilies. They need more moisture, deeper shade than 


the others, sandy loam and don't spare the leaf moid.

There is 
a great difference in the height of these lilies as they range 
from about 18 inches to 8 feet. In coloring there is a prepon- 
derence of red and ovange, but also, there are white, pink and 
one exceptionally fiie Yeliow Lily. 


We find that rocks in the lily beds help a great) deal. This is 
& hot Summer country and the rocks hold enough moisture in the dry 
“Season to give the puibs protection through the long dry spell. 


There is something about a Lily that appeais to everyone and we 
are trying to bring them to the ordinary gardener, not the Spec- 
ialist alone, in a range of prices that keeps them out of the 
luxury classification. Try growing them from seed. It takes 
two to three years to get to blooming size, but years go fast to 
a& garden lover -- perhaps, too fast.
